z Fs the Firſt. Year of 
Eighty Eight, Preſent unto Their Majcſties, 
then called and known by the Names and 
Style of William and Mary, Prince and Princeſs 
of Orange, being preſent 1n their proper Per- 
ſons, a certain Declaration m Writing, 
made by tlic ſaid Lords and Comnrons in the 
words following : Viz, 


Hereas the Late King James the Second, by 
the Aſſiſtance of divers. Evil Councellors, 
 Judgesand Miaiſters Employed by him , did 


endeavour toSubvert and Extuypate the Proteſtant Re 
ligion, and the Laws and Liberties of this Kingdom; 


By Aſſuming and Exerciſing a. Power of. Diſpenſing 
oh, and Suſpending of Laws, and the: Execution gf |- 
Laws, without Conſent of Parliament. 


By Committing and Proſecuting divers Worthy Pre: 
lates, for humbly Peticioning to be Excuſed from Con: 
eurring to the ſaid Aſſumed Power; 


By Iſſuing, and Cauſing to be Executed a Commil- 
Lon under the Great Seal, for Ereting a Court called, 
The Court of Commiſſioners for Eccleſiaſtical Canfes, 


By Levying Money for, and to the Ule of: the 
Crown by Pretence of Oe » for other Time, 
and in othet Manner then the was ſam Granted by 
Parliament. WO ores 
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of King Willigm and Queen Mary. 3 
By Raifing and Keeping a Standing Army within 
this Kingdom in time of Peace, withour Conſent of 
Parliament, and Quartering Souldiers contrary to 
Law. 


By Gaufing good Subjects, being Proteſtants, to be 
difarmed at the ſame time, when Papiſts were both Ar- 


med and Employed, contrary to Law. - 


By Violating the Freedom of -EleQion of Members 


to ſerve in Parliament, 


By Proſecutions in the Court of Kings Bench, for 


Marters and Cauſes cognizable only in Parliament; 


and by divers other Arbitrary and Illegal Courſes. 


And whereas of late years Partial, Corrupt, and Un» 


- | qualified Perſons, have deen Keturned and Served on Ju» 


nies in Trials, and particularly divers. Jurors in. Trials 
for High Treaſon, which were got Freeholdets. 


And Exceſſive Bail hath been: required of Perſons: 
Committed in Criminal Caſes, to elude the Benefit of 
the Laws made for the Liberty of the Subjects. 


And exceſſive Fines have been impoſed; 


Aud illegal and cruel Puniſhments inflicted. 


And ſeveral grants and promiſes made of Fines and: 
Forfeitures, before any Conviction or Judgment againſt 
- = ppb upon whom the ſame were t@ be Les 
vyed, |

And whereas the ſaid late. King James the Second 
havinz Abdicared the Government, and the Thione 
being thereby Vacant, 


His Highnz1s the Princs.of Orange, (whom it hath 
pleaſed Almighty God ro make the G:orious Jiiftru- 
ment of Del:vering this Kingdom fiom Popery and 
Arbitrary Power} did ( by the Advice ol the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and givers Principal Per. 
fons of the Commons ) . cauſe Lettcrs to be writ. 
ten to the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, being Pro- 
e.flants; and other Letters to the ſeveral Counties, 
Citics, Univerſities, Boroughs, and Cinque- Ports, 
tor the Chooſing of ſuch Pcrſons to Repreſent them, 
as were of Right to be ſent to Parliameat, to meet 
and fit at Weſtminſter, upon the Two and Twenti- 
etn day of Jaurary, in this Year One Thouſand Six 
Hundred Eighty and Eight,inorJer to ſuch an Eſtabliſh» 
ment, as that their Re]tgion, Laws and Libertics might 
.not again be in danger of bcing ſubverted : Upon 
winch Letters EleChons having beea accordingly 
made, > þ thus 


An:| thereupon the ſaid Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, purſuant to their refpective 
Letters and EleQtions, being now Aſſembled* in a full 
and tree Repreſentative” of this Nation, taking iato 
their moſt ſerious Conſideration the beſt {Means fcr 
attaining the Ends aforeſaid ; Do in the firft place 
(as their Anceſtors in like Caſe have uſually done) for 
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the Vindicating and Alerting their Ancient Rights and 
Liberties, Declare, 


That the pretended Power of Suſpending of Laws, 
or the Execution of Laws by Regal Authority, with- 
out Conſent of Parliament, is Illegal. 


That the pretended Power of Diſpenſing with 
Laws, or the Execution of Laws, by Regal Au- 
thority, as it hath been Aſſumed and Exerciſed of late, 
is Illegal. 


That the Commiſſion for Erecting the late Court 
of Commillioners tor Eccleſiaſtical Caufes, and all other 
Commillions and Courts of like nature, are Illegal and 


Pernic1ious.

That the Levying Money for, or to the Uſe of the 
Crown, by pretence of Prerogative, without Grant of 
Parliament, for longer time, or in other manner, then 
the ſame is or ſhall be granted, is Illegal. 


That it is the Right of the Subjects to Petition the 
King, and all Commitments and Proſecutions for ſuch 


'Petitioning, are Illegal. 


That the raiſing or keeping a ſtanding Army with- 
in the Kingdom, in time of Peace, unleſs it be with 


Conſent ot Parliament, is againft Law, 


That the Subje&s which are Proteſtants, may have 
Arms for their Defence, ſuitable to their Conditions, 


and as allowed by Law.

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That Eletion of Members of Parliament ought to 
bc {rce, 


That the Freedom of Speech, and Debates or Pra- 
ceedings in Parliament, ought not to be impeached, 
or quellioned in any Court or Place out of Parſia- 
ment. 


That Exceſſive Bail ought not to be required, nor 
exceſſive Fines umpoſed, nor Crue! and Unuſual Puniſh. 
ments inflicted. 


That Jurors ought to be duly Impannelled, and Re- 
turned, and Jurors which paſs upon Meg in Trails for 
High-Treaſon, ought to be Free-holders, 


That all-Grants and Promiſes of Fines and Forfecitures 
of particular Perſons before Convition, are L[llegal and 
Void. 


And that for Redreſs of all Grievances, and fer the 
Amending, Strengthening, and Preſerving of the Laws, 
Parliaments ought to be held frequently. 


And they do Claim, Demand, and Inſiſt upon all 
and ſingular the Premiſles, as their Undoubted Rights 
and Liberties: ;- and rhat no Declarations, Judgments, 
Doings, or Proceedings, to the Prejudice of the Peos 
ple in any of the ſaid Premiſes, ought in any wiſe to 
- drawn hereafter into Conſequence or Exam- 
ple.

of the Survivor of them; And that the Soje and tujl 
Exercife of the Regal Power be only in, and "vecuted 
by the ſaid Prince of Oravxge, in the Names. of : faid 
Prince and Princeſs during their joint Lives; a cer 
their Deceales, the ſaid Crown and Royal Dig... y of

And that the Oaths hereafter mentioned be taken 
by all perſons of whom the Oaths ot Allegiaace and 
Supremacy might be required by Law, inſtead of then; 
And that the ſaid Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy 
be abrogated,

Upon which their ſaid Majeſties did Accept 
the Crown and Royai Dignity of the King. 
doms of England, France, and Ireland, and 
the Domin! as thereunto belonging, accor- 
dirg co the Reſolution and Delire of the ſaid 
Lords and Commons, contained in the ſaid 


Declaration. 


And thereupon Their Majeſties were pleaſed, That 
the ſaid Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, 
being the Two Houles of Parliament, ſhould continue 
to Sit, and with Their Majzſties Royal Concurrence 
make eftectual} Provifion tor the Settlement of thc Re» 
ligion, Laws and Liberties of this Kingdom, fo trat 
the ſame tor the future might not be in danger again 
of being Subverted ; To which the ſaid Lords Spuri- 
tual and Temporal, and Commons, did Agree and 
Procced to Act accordingly. 


Now in purſuance of the Premiſles, the ſaid Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons in Parliament 
Aſf-mbled, for the Ratifying, Confirming and Eſtabli- 
thing the ſaid Declaration, and the Articles, Clauſes, 
Matters and Things thereia contained, by the Force of 
a Law made in due Form by Aurhority of Parliament, 
do Pray thatit may be Declared and Enacted, That 


all and fiogular Rights and Liberties Aſſerted and Clati- 
| D med 
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med in the ſaid Declaration, are the True, Ancient, and 
Indubitable Rights and Liberties of the People of this 
Kingdom, and fo ſhall be Eſteeme!, Allowed, Adjudged, 
Dec med and Taken to be ; And that all and every the 
Particulars aforclaid, ſhall be Firmly and Stridtly Hol- 
den an:i Obict ved, as they are expretied inthe f. 1d De- 
claracion ; And all officers and Miniſters wha: loever, 
ſha'l Serve their Maj:ſties and Their SucceſſSrs ac- 
cording to the ſame in all times to come. 


And the ſaid Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Com- 
mons, Seriouſly Conſidering how it hath pleaſed Al- 
mighty God,in his Marvellous Providence, and Merci- 
tul Goodneſs to this Nation, to provide and Preſcrve 
Their ſaid MaJſties Koyal Perſons moſt happily to 
Reign cver us upon the Throne of Their Anceſtors, 
for which they render unto Him from the bottom 
of their Hearts their humbleſt Thanks and Praiſes, do 
Truly, Firmly, Affuredly, and in the Sincerity ot their 
Hearts Think, and do hereby Recognize, Acknewledge 
and Declare, that King Fames the Second having Ab- 
dicated the Goyerninent, and Their Majelties having 
Accepted the Crown and Royal Dignity, as aforeſaid, 
Their ſaid Majeſties did become, were, are, and cf 
Right ought to be, by the Lau's of this Realm, our Soyc- 
reign Leige Lord and Lady, King and Queen of England, 
France and Treland, and the Dominions thereunto- be- 
longing, in andto whoſe Princely Perſons, the Royal 
State, Crown and Dignity of the ſaid+Realms, with all 
Honours, Styles, Titles, Regalities, Prerogatives, Pow- 
ers, Juriſdictions and Authorities to the ſame belong- 
ing and appertaining, are moſt Fully, Rightfully and 
Iatirely Inveſted and Incorporated,United and n—_ 
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And for preventing all Queſtions and Divitzons in 
this Realm, by reaſon of any pretended Titles tothe 
Crown, and tor Preſerving a Certainty in the Succeſſion 
thereet, in and upon which the Unity, Peace, Tran- 
quility and Salety of this Nation doth under God,who!lv 
Contiſt and Depend, The ſaid Lords Spiritual anit Tem: 
poral, and Commons, do Beſeech their Majeſtics, that 
1r may be Enacted, Eſtabliſhed and Declared, That the 
Crown and Regal Government of the faid Kingdoms 
and Dominions, with all and Singular the Prerilles 
thereurito belonging and appertaining, ſhall beand con- 
tinue totheir ſaid Majeſtics, and the Survivor of Them, 
during Their Lives, and the Fife of the Suryiver 
ot Them; And that the Entire, Perfect, and Full 
Exerciſe of the Regal Power and Government Le 
only in, and executed by his Mzj<ſty, in the Names 
of both Their Majcſties during Their joy nt Lives; 
And after Fheir Deceaſes, the: ſaid Crown and Pre- 
miſſes, ſhall be and remain to the Heirs of the Budy 
ot Her Majelly ; And for detault of fuch Iflue, to 
Her Royal Highnels the Princcis A NN E ot Lenmark, 
and the Heirs of Her Body; And for detault of tuch 
Iflue, tothe Heirs ot the Body of his ſaid Majeſty : And 
thereunio the ſaid Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, do in the Name of a!l the Pecple aforeſaid, 
moſt Humbly.and Faithtully 5 ubmit themſelves , their 
H« irs and Poſterities for ever ; And do taithtully Promiſe, 
Thar they will Stand ro Maintain, and Defend Their 
ſaid Majeſtics ; And alſo the Lirfiration and Succeflion 
ot the Crown herein ſpecified and contained. to the ut- 
moſt of their powers, with their Zives and Eſtates, a- 
gainſt all Perſons whatſoever, that ſhall Aucmpt any 


thing to the contrary. ,

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And whereas it hath been found by Exve- 
riencc,that it 15 inconſiſtcn: with the Safety and 
Wcltarc of chis Protcſtaat Kingdom, to be 
Governed by a Poptth Prince, or by any X.ng 
or Queen Marrying a Paplit, the ſaid Loris 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Comm:Ms, do 
furthcr ' Pray that it may be Eancted, That all 
and every Perſon and Pcrions that 1s, are, or, 
ſhall be Reconciled to, or ſhall hold Commu- 
nion with the Sce or Church of Rome, or ſhall 
Pretcſs the Popith Relipion, or ſhall Marry a 
Papiſt,ſhall Le Excluded,and be for ever unca- 
pable ro Inherit, Poſlcſs, or Enjoy the Crown 


and Government of this Realm and Ireland, 


and the Dominions thereunto belonging or 
any part of the ſame, or to Have, Uſc, or Ex- 
erciſe any Regal Power, Authority, or Jurif- 
d.ction within the ſame ; And in all and cve- 
ry ſach Caſe or Cafcs, the People of theſe 
Realms ſhall. be and are hereby Abſolved of 
their Allegiance; And the ſaid Crown and 
Government ſhall from time to time Deſccnd 
to, -and be Enjoycd by ſuch Perſon or Pcrſons, 
being Proteſtants, as ſhould have Inherited

And that every King and Queen of this Realm, who 
at any time hereafter ſhall come to and ſucceed in the 
Impertial Crown ot this Kingdom, thall on the firſt 
day of the mecting of the firſt Parliament, next after 
His or Her coming to the Crown, fitting 1n His or Her. 
Throne, in the Houle of Pcers, in the preſence of the 
Lords and Commons therein Aſſcmbled or at His 
.cr Her Coronation, betore ſuch Perſon or Pcrſors. 
* who thall Adminiſter the Coronation Oath to him or 
Her, at the time of his or Her taking the faid Oath, 
( which thall fr happen) Make, Subſcribe, and Audi- 
- bly Repeat: the Declaration mentioned in the Statute 
made in the Thirtierh Year of the Reign of King Char- 
les the Secon4, Entituled.

Bur if it ſhall.happen, that fuch King or Queen. 
upon His or Her Succeſſion to the Crown of this Realm, 
ſhall Le under the Ape of Twelve years, then. every. 
ſuck King or Queen ſhall Make, Subſeribe, and audibly 
Repeat the ſaid Detlaration at His or. Her Coronation, 
or the 6ſt day of the meetting of rhe firit Parliament, 
as aforeſaid which ſhall firſt happen atter ſuch Kiog or 
Quen ſhall have attained the ſaid Age of Twelve - 
Yeats. - 
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All which their Majeſties are contented and plete 
ſhall be Declared, Enacted, and Eſtabliſhed by Authork ":* 
ty of this pr: (-nt Parliament, and ſhall itand, remain, and * 
be the Law of this Realm for Ever ; And the ſame are 
by Their-faid Majeſties, by and with the Advice and 
Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 

Commons in Parliament Aſſembled and by the, Au- 
- thority of che ſame Declared, Enacted, and Eſtabli- 
"ſhed accordingly. 


And be it further Declared, and Enacted, by the Au: .. 
thority aforeſaid, That from and after this preſeat Sef- 
ſion ot Parhament, no Diſpenſation by Now obtante of 
or to any Statutes or any part thereof, fh+1] be. allow-'* 
ed, but that the tame ſhall be held void and of nocffe, 
Except a Diſpenſat;on be allowed of in ſuch Starwee ; 
and excepr in ſuch Caſes as ſhali be ſpectrally provided 
fr by one or more Bill or Bills to be paſked during this 
preſent Seſſion of Parliament. |
